DIES; LEAVES ESTATE 
OF $12,000 000 


“Ran Up Enormous Bank 
Roll” From Humble Start 
in Craps Game, Buying 
Building With Winnings. 


SMALL SALOON OWNER 
JUST 30 YEARS AGO 


At His Death Was Reputed 
to Be the Largest Holder 
of Valuable 
Real Estate.

Louis A. Celia, reputed to be the 
largest individual holder of down- 
town St. Louis real estate, died of 
typhoid-malaria at 9:30 this morn- 
ing at St. Luke's Hospital. He was 
taken there about 10 weeks ago from 
his home, Wildwood, on the Creve 
Coeur Lake line in St. Louis County. 
His wife also is at the hospital under 
treatment for heart trouble. 
Mrs. Cella, who was Miss Agnes 
Johnson, has been ill about three 
years, She is 45 years old. In ad- 
dition to heart trouble she has had 
Cella’s busi- 
ness associates said the physicians 
considered her condition critical. 
Cella, who was 51 years of age, 


was a former saioon keeper, race- 
track and bucket shop owner. 
From the ownership of a small 
saloon at Sixth and Morgan streets 
in 1888, Cella had progressed in 
wealth and financial importance un- 
til in recent years he was regarded 
as one of the richest residents of St. 
Louis. 

The Southern Real Estate and Fi- 
nancial Co., of which he was the 
sole owner, is capitalized at $2,000,- 
600, but the property which it holds 
outright or controls through leases 
is worth many times that amount. 
Once Said He Had $11,000,000. 
More than five years ago Cella 
was quoted as having remarked that 
ho had $11,000,000 and meant to 
retire when he should have $12,000,- 
000. He estimated :that it would 
take him about a year to gain the 
needed $1,000,000. Whether he 
reached the goal was never revealed, 
but he remained in active charge of 
his varied interests until his last ill- 
ness.

122 MASSACHUSETTS MEN 
AWARDED THE WAR CROSS 
FOR BRAVERY BY FRENCH 


117 From 104th—Decorated Also as a Unit— 
Bare Brunt of Enemy’s Apremont Attack, 
Others Fought Near Soissons.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, April 28 (By A. P.).— 
The French army today paid an his- 
toric tribute to the United States, 


when 122 soldier sons of Massachu- 
setts were decorated with the War 
Cross for bravery displayed in recent 
fighting. The ceremony, which was 
held on a picturesque field a short 
distance from the front-line trenches, 
was one of the most impressive in 
which American soldiers have par- 
ticipated since their entry into the 
war. 

One hundred and seventeen men 
from the 104th _ (Massachusetts) 
Regiment, who bore the brunt of the 
German attack in the Apremont for- 
est, on April 12, received medals, as 
did five men of another regiment, 
who had participated in earlier 
fighting around Soissons. 

Here and there in the line of he- 
roes were spaces representing Amer- 
icans who were killed or wounded 
seriously. 

Regiment Passes in Review. 

It had been raining in the fore- 
noon, but the sun broke through the 
grayish clouds when the 104th 
Regiment, which also was decorated 
as a unit, passed in review before 


American and French Generals. 
Bands played “The Star-Spangled 
Banner” and “The Marseillaise,”’ 


while the American and French 
flags waved proudly and defiantly 
within sound of the roar of Ger- 
man guns. The French General, in 
eonferring the decoratieéyws, sald’ of 
the regiment: 

“It showed the greatest audacity 
and a fine spirit of sacrifice. Sub- 
jected to very violent bombardments 
and attacks by large German forces, 


it succeeded in checking the dan- 
gerous advance, and took at the 
point of the bayonet in a most vig- 
orous way prisoners and some de- 
molished trenches from which it 
had fallen back at the first as- 
sault.”’ 
Proud Moment for Gencral. 

The few civilian spectators who 
witnessed the ceremony included 
several French women, residents of 
villages near the front. They cheered 
as the young Americans, wearing 
full equipment and helmetS, marched 
by. Some Americans attached to 
other units were greatly moved when 
the band played the national anthem. 
They saw the bright new flag and 
realized what their comrades had 
been through to merit the honors. 

The General commanding the 
American forces show hands with 
and spoke words of encouragement 
to each of the men decorated, saying 
it was the proudest moment of his 
life to be the commander of men 
who had done such great honor to 
the country. 


104th Infantry Has Been Noted Or- 
ganization Since Ctvwi War. 
The 104th Infantry is a Massachu- 


| setts regiment recruited largely from 


Springfield and neighboring towns. 

It has been a noted organization 
since the Civil War. It fought at 
Gettysburg, at Chancellorsville and 
was a part of Sherman's forces in the 
March to the Sea. In the Spanish- 
American War it was at San Juan, 
and in 1916 did active patrol duty 
along the Mexican boundary. 

Its casualties as. announced in 
Springfield, Mass., between April 16 
and April 26 were 36 killed and 82 
men wounded. > 


YMCA. MEN LANDED 
AFTER SHP IS SUNK 


57 Americans Arrive in London 
—All but Three of Crew 
Saved in Torpedoing. 


LONDON, April 29 (By A. P.).—A 
party of 57 American Young Men’s 
Christian Association workers, under 
Arthur E. Hungerford, ‘arrived in 
London last night. The ship on which 
they sailed was torpedoed yesterday 
morning and sank in 12 minutes. Ail 
the passengers and all but three of 
the crew were saved. 

The passengers were picked up in 
life boats and landed at a British 
port. The Americans are all safe 
and well. On their arrival in Lon- 
don they were taken in charge by 
the American Y. M. C. A. and Red 
Cross. 

The number of persons on board 
the vessel was about 250. One of 
the ship’s officers told the Associated 
Press that the Americans had con- 
ducted themgelves’‘in an admirable 
manner. They were the better able 
to do this because they had spent 
most of their time aboard the ship 
int military drills,and day and night 
lifeboat drills. ‘Every man knew 
his station and duties as though by 
instinct. 

Lifeboats Quickly Picked Up. 
Destroyers were sent immediately 
to the rescue and all the lifeboats 
were picked up within halfan hour. 
The vessel was struck amidships 
while proceeding in a large convoy 
under the protection of a number of 
destroyers. It was proceeding at 
about 10 knots in bright moonlight, 
when struck. There was an imme- 
diate heavy list and three minutes 
leter the boilers blew up, extinguish- 
ing the lights all over the ship. 


“The Americans behaved like vet- 
erans, and were of the greatest. as- 
sistance in launching the lifeboats,” 
said one of the ship’s officers. . 

Two of the crew who lost their 
lives were caught below. The third

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DEGLARE NEW TIES 
BIND U. $. AND BRITAIN 


London Papers Comment on 
Visit of American Labor 
Delegates to England. 


LONDON, April 29 (By A. P.).— 
The luncheon given yesterday by the 
Ministry of Information to the Amer- 
ican labor delegation now visiting 
England, says the Daily Mail, em- 
phasized the effect of common sif- 
fering and endurance in the struggle 
for freedom against tyranny in bring- 
ing the British and American nation 
closer together. It adds: 

“This is ‘the God-given hour’ for 
learning to understand cach other 
better. On each nation in the alli- 
ance has come in turn the bitter bur- 
den of this war—on France, then 
upon Italy, and now upon Great 
Britain, whose efforts in so many 
fields, we hope we may say without 
boasting, have not fallen below the 
standard of our past. 

“The United States is now prepar- 
ing to intervene and as France held 
the ground for us in 1914-1915, so 
we, with France, and Italy, are now 
holding the ground for the American 
army.” . 

Commends Wilson's Address. 

The Times says: 

“In his address at White Hall 
Falace the spokesman of American 
labor (James Wilson, president of 
the pattern makers’ league of North 
America), re-affirmed the accept- 
ance by his fellow citizens of the 
challenge to human freedom which 
German militarism has flung down. 
The Englishmen at home and in New 
England were one people when this 
structure was created, asserting in 
different ways the rights which they 
inherited.

The Hague Dispatch Says 
Dutch Will Require Sand 
Transported Not Be Used 
for War. 


USE OF CANALS AND 
RAILWAYS TO BELGIUM 


Thought Crisis Has Passed, 
but There Are Rumors 
Dutch Foreign Minister 
Will Resign. 


LONDON, April 29 (By A. P.).— 
Holland has yielded to Germany’s 
demands concerning transport and 
the supply of sand and gravel, al- 
though it is understood that the 
amount of sand and gravel will be 
limited, according to a dispatch 
from The Hague to the Daily Mail 
dated yesterday. 

It is added that a general under- 
teking will be required from Ger- 
many that the sand and gravel will 
not be used for military purposes. 

-- Rumors are current in the Dutch 
capital, the dispatch ‘adds, that Dr. 
John Loudon, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, will resign. These, it is said, 
are based on supposition that he 
could not retain office now that,his 
undertaking respectin the gravel 
must be revoked. 

In summarizing the situation, the 
dispatch concludes, it is felt that the 
crisis with Germany has passed, al- 
though the solution is in no wise an 
ideal one for Holland. 


Relations between Holland and 
Germany have been at almost a 
breaking point for some days, owing 
to German demands that Holland 
permit the transmission over her 
canals and railways of sand and 
gravel from Germany to Belgium. 

The controversy was a three-cor- 
nered one, as Great Britain -has 
warned Holland to take steps to 
make certain that the sand and 
gravel would not be used for military 
purpose. 

It had been reported that all leaves 
of absence in the Dutch army and 
navy had been withdrawn tempor- 
arily. German newspapers have 
condemned Holland’s hesitancy in 
meeting Berlin’s demands in harsh 
terms.

CORRESPONDENTS 


Annual Report of Associated 
Press Directors Tells of 
Dangerous Experiences of 
Men in Foreign Service.. 


ONE, HIT BY BOMB, 
WORKED ALL NIGHT 


Representative at Halifax 
Cabled Story After Being 


Blown Through Glass 
Door by Blast. . 


NEW YORK, April 29 (By A. 
P.).—The report of the board of 
directors of the Associated Press 
this year is considered or such un- 
usual interest as to warrant publi- 
cation. It refers among other things 


to the experience of some Associ- 
ated Press men in the foreign serv- 
ice and in making this part public, 
the board authorized the insertion 
in parenthesis of the name of men 
concerned. 

The report follows: 

‘To the members of the Associ- 
ated Press: 

“In early reports we have en- 
deavored to summarize briefly the 
most important news events of the 
year. We make no such attempt 
this year. There have been months 
during which more epoch-making 
news- has. developed- than . during 
some previous years, and all news- 
paper men must wonder whether we 
shall ever return to former stand- 
ards of news values. Nor do we en- 
large in this report upon the hews 
gathering achievements of the or- 
ganization. With these achievements 
have come many inevitable dissa- 
pointments. Overtaxed cables, mud- 
dled censorships and _ similar ex- 
igences of war often have upset our 
plans and frequently neutralized the 
resourcefulness of our staff. Yet we 
have incomparably the most compre- 
tensive machinery for collecting and 
distributing news that the world has 
ever known. 

Experiences of Correspondents. 

“Of our men abroad we greatly 
acknowledge our appreciation. Tor- 
pedoes and mines at sea and shot 
and shell on land have held no 
fears for them. Their escapes amid 
dangers have been countless. One 
(Frank M. America) -was knocked 
down by a Zeppelin bomb in Lon- 
don, but worked all that night as 
usual—merely an incident of the 
day’s work in an office building 
which has itself been hit by such 
shells; Another (Robert T. Small) 
fell into the icy Somme, but rode 

35 miles to cable the story of the 
first American in Peronne; another 
(Charles T. Thompson) was on the 
highest rampart’ of the castle of 
Gorizia when a shell buried it and 
him under the earth, buton that af- 
ternoon he ‘wrote a story which 
thrilled the press of Europe as well 
as of the United States; another 
(Walter Whiffen) was shot in the 
knee on a Russian observation post. 

“Another (Charles S. Smith) after 
a bayonet and fist encounter at Har- 
bin, escaped with painful lacerations, 
another (James Hickey) was blown 
through a glass door by the Halifax 
explosion, but before dressing his 
wounds was resourceful enough to 
find in a demolished building the ter- 
minus of the cable to the West Indies 
and sent by way of Bermuda and 
Havana to New York the first di- 
rect. messages out of Halifax. Such 
incidents are not unusual in the serv- 
ice of your organization. 

Accuracy is Recognized. 

“Through the years the Associated 
Press has by maintaining its stand- 
ards of accurate reporting preserved 
the best traditions of journalism. The 
good name of the Associated Press 
has not been impaired. The public 
confidence in our’ dispatches 
steadily grown until millicns of reaad- 
ers now hesitate to give credence to 
many published reports until assured 
that they were carried by our asso- 
ciation. The senational Zimmermann 
note, with its report of diplomatic 
intrigue in Mexico, was universally 
accepted as genuine because the As- 
sociated Press said it was. 

“The bombardment of Paris. at 
leng range was ridiculed by other 
press associations and by ordnance 
experts, but the Paris Bureau of the 
Associated Press, which for two days 
alone reported this startling develop- 
ment of the war to American read- 
ers, convinced the skeptical quite as 
thoroughly as did the official con- 
firmation of its report. When the 
Government's action in taking over 
the Dutch ships in American harbors | 
was reported in Europe, several 
chancelleries inquired in European | 
capitals whether the Associated Press. 
announced this fact. This reputation | 
for telling the truth on the part of | 
the Associated Press is recognized | 
now quite as generally throughout | 
diplomatic and journalistic circles 


abroad as it is in the United States, |

lar have been able to render valuable 
assistance, for which their training 
has peculiarly fitted them. Within a 
year we have thus lost more than 
one-fourth of our staff, and many 
more are soon to leave us. 

“In this period of war as the activ- 
ities and responsibilities of our serv- 
ice have steadily increased, it is a 
source of great pride to know that 
those upon whom the burden has 
fallen have met their obligations with 
a measure of faithfulness and intelli- 
gence for which the management is 
deeply grateful. By direction of the 
board. of directors and as a partial 
recognition of the efficiency of the 
staff, the life of each employe in the 
United States, while in the service, 
has been insured for the benefit of 
his heirs or dependents in the sum 
of $1000. Because of the greater risk 
involved, established companies will 
not accept insurance upon the lives 
of our men in foreign service, but tho 
board has itself assumed liability on 
their behalf. 

Extensions in 1917. 

‘While the growth in membership 
was unusually large. during the last 
year, the members should not mis- 
take the policy as to growth. Un- 
like the privately-owned and prefit- 
making news agencies, we do not 
traffic in news. We welcome only 
such additions to membership as 
strengthen the news gathering fa- 
cilities of this body. At the close of 
the year there were 636 evening 
newspapers, 391 morning newspapers 
and 61 Sunday morning newspapers, 
or a total of 1088 receiving the serv- 
ice. These newspapers, from the 
smallest, which receives a 50U0-word 
daily telegraph service, to the largest, 
which receives upwards of 50,000 
words daily, shows a net increase in 
membership in the year 1917 of 139 
of which 96 are evening, 34 morning 
and 9 Sunday newspapers. 

“In 1917 there was a great expan- 
sion in the Morse leased wire serv- 
ice, more than 2000 additional miles 
of wire being added, making the 
leased wire system of the organiza- 
tion more than 53,000 miles in length, 
and more than twice the mileage of! 


all other press associations combined. 


Receiving the report on these leased 


wires, which would stretch more than 
twice around the world; are 308 even- 


ing newspapers, 269 morning news- 
papers and 48 Sunday morning pa- 
pers. While there was a rapid ex- 
tension of the leased wire service 
the increase in the number of pa- 
pers receiving pony services, smaller 
than the Morse leased wire, was still 
greater, showing a growth of 87 over 
that of the preceding year. 

Association Has 660 Operators. 

“With the extension of the Morse 
service it was necessary to employ 
additional Morse operators. The 
number of operators employed at 
present is 660, representing an in- 
crease of 59 over the number em- 
ployed for the preceding year. The 
body of operators who copy the re- 
port in every state in the Union with 
a single exception is greater than the 
combined operating force of all the 
other press associations of the world. 
Regardless of the loss of trained men 
and the fact that one-fourth of its 
personnel has been in service less 
than one year, the delivery of the re- 
port fas not been interrupted and 
no member wishing a leased wire has 
been without service owing to the 
shortage of operators. 

“The total of assessments charged 
against members of the Associated 
Press from Jan. 1, 1900, to Dec. 31, 
1917, was $47,731,937. Of this 
amount the treasurer was unable to 
collect $4469, a little less than one- 
hurldreth of one per cent.

Prisoners on Wolf Kept 
Below Deck 28 Days, 
Capt. Cameron Says 


200 Men Were Confined in “Hell Hole” Until 


Complaint Was Made to German Com- 
mander and Conditions Remedied. 


~ By Capt. J. Seales Cameron, 


Of the Late Merchant Ship “Beluga.” 


Cameron's fascinating story of his fite months as a prisoner on the 


y i Post-Dispatch herewith presents the second installment of Capt. 


German raider Wolf while she searched the high seas for undefended 
allied merchant ships to destroy. Capt Cameron's own ship, 


the Beluga, 


loaded with gasoline, San Francisco to Sidney, was overhauled and sunk 


near Australia. 


The Captain and his wife and daughter and the 10 mem- 
bers of his crew were taken prisoner. 


Our meals were served in our cabin on dishes taken from the Beluga. 
In fact; for the first month a good deal of the food was the Beluga’s food, 
little delicacies that I had bought for our own use, such as potted meat, 
jellies, crackers and a‘éase of wine, were reserved for our own use by the 


purser of the Wolf at Commander Nerger’s suggestion. 


[ would like to 


state here that my family and myself were treated with the utmost consid- 
eration and courtesy while prisoners on the Wolf by Commander Nerger 


and Kis officers. 


I am not speaking for the poor devils down below aft, or 


for out treatment while under the charge of Lieut. Rose on the prize ship 


Hitachi Maru or later on the Igotz Mendi, 


Our meals were regular and me 
thodically worked out, so that at 
the end of each day a person had 
received just so much rationed nour- 
ishment. We received the same food 
as the officers’ mess. Our breakfast 
usually consisted of “near” coffee, 
syrup or treacle and three slices of 
black bread. Dinner at midday con- 
sisted of a soup and probably a meat 
ball composed of canned beef ground 
fine and mixed with bread crumbs. 
plenty of peas and carrots. Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday we had a 
dessert. For supper we had tea, 
bread and sardine paste, or pickled 
cold corned beef. Quite often rice in 


of the “‘bully beef’’ at noon. But on 
Sunday—oh, joy! A regular honest to 
grandma dinner, consisting of aspar- 
agus soup, real fresh_meat from the 
refrigerator, evaporated potatoes, a 
vegetable, prunes and a sweet. This 
for a regular menu, day in and day 
out, doesn’t look so good, but consid- 
ering we were prisoners, I don’t be- 
lieve we had any cause to complain. 
The food we received was the same 
as the commander‘and deck officers 
had, and superior to that of the war- 
rant officers and seamen. 
The Prisoners’ Quarters. 

‘From where I used to sit on deck 
I could see the other prisoners aft 
on the poop ,at that time some 200 
of them. Over half of them had no 
shoes, socks or overshirts and fully 
one-fifth of them wore no under- 
shirt. I asked a couple of them 
why they didn’t wear a shirt in 
that blazing tropical sun. They told 
me they had one shirt and that the 
sweat rotted them very fast, so they 
were going without shirts at pres- 
ent and saving them for when the 
weather got cold. Three times a 
day each squad flunkey (a squad 
consisted of 14 prisoners) would 
troop up to the galley amidships 
and get their rations for the meal 
—a kettle of alleged tea or coffee, 
black bread and at noon a kettle 
of goulash resembling a soft stew. 
I had been on board the Wolf some 
time before I finally got a chance 
to sneak down below aft and see 
what the prisoners’ quarters were 
like and have a talk with some of 
the men. 

At this time there was something 
like 200 men cooped up in what 
had previously been a cargo hold. 
There was very poor ventilation and 
only one fan that I could see. It 
was probably 8:20 p. m. when I was 
there, and I would judge the tem- 
perature to have been about 118 to 
120 degrees Fahrenheit and the 
reek was something awful. On this 
particular night I was there I should 
judge from one-quarter to three- 
eighths of an inch of sweat was on 
the floor, and when the vessel rolled 
there would be a thin skum of liquid 
running from side to side. The walls 
and ceiling were literally running 
water. which was caused by moist- 
ure drawn from the bodies of the 
men by the hot iron sides of the 
ship and the deck overhead. Com- 
bine stale tobacco smoke with this 
atmosphere and it was a wonder to 
me that a human being could exist 
in it. 

While there, a Captain of a big 
British oi] tank steamer that had 
been captured and sunk told me the 
following piece of history: I after- 
wards verified this and vouch for its 
truth. While the Wolf was lying 
at Sunday Island, undergoing repairs 
to her boilers, the prisoners were fur- 
nished with fish hooks and lines and 
a couple of jolly boats and allowed 
to go among the rocks and catch fish.

Two Men Escape. 

On the night before the Wolf was 
to sail, two men, the Chief Mate and 
First Assistant Engineer’ of the 
steamship Turitella, dropped over- 
board and swam for shore. The next 
day the Wolf started as per schedule, 
and these men were not missed for 
three days. When their loss was 
finally discovered there was a great 
rumpus, and as a punishment all the 
prisoners were kept below deck for 
£8 days, only being allowed on deck 
for one hour each day for exercise. 


various disguises was given tmstead/ The British Captain said that those 


were the worst days he ever experi- 
enced in his life, and that each day 


he and the rest were getting percep- 


tibly -thinner. 

‘ Just about this time I got the sign 
from the sentry that the Prisoner 
Officer was coming and I had to beat 
a retreat. Afterward I found out it 
was not the Prisoner Officer, but the 
Mine Officer, Lieut. Dedrick, who 
proved. to be.a humane officer and 
champion of the prisoners. Dedrick 
came down below into the hell hole 
and got one good lungful of the rot- 
ten atmosphere and went immediate- 
ly to tme Commander and reported 
conditions. Commander Nenger at 
once called both doctors and accom- 
panied them aft on a tour of investi- 
gation. The next day everyboay was 
chased on deck and the “hell hole” 
below was cleaned out and painted 
and better ventilation arranged for. 
Also the captured Captains and 
ships’ officers were given quarters 
for themselves, while the whites and 
blacks were separated. On the whole, 
conditions for these 200 men were 
improved 100 per cent. The Prisoncr 


Officer was confined to his room for | 


five days for letting such a coni:'tion 
exist. Nerger had inspected these 
quarters before, but only when the 
men were on deck and the place 
freshly cleaned out. Personally, I do 
not think he Knew how bed condi- 
tions were. 

Along in the first part of January 
[I learned via wireless that of the 
two men who swam for shore at 
Sunday Holand, the first assistant 
engineer were drowned, while the 
other was picked up by a Japan- 
ese man-of-war and taken to New 
Zealand. He had been on: Sunday 
island something over two months 
and lived on fruit and fish, of which 
there was plenty. 

Hydroplanec Used as Scout. 
All this time we were steaming

in a northerly and westerly direc- 
tion. When we arrived at the south- 
ernmost end of New Guinea we 
stopped and lay to for a couple of 
days. I soon learned that we were 
waiting for a steamer and expected 
her any minute. During these days 
the Wolf’s hydroplane would go up 
to reconnoiter three times a day. It 
would travel 50 or 60 miles on clear 
days and from a height of 3000 
yards it had a vision for 90 miles. 
One of the German sailors told 
me that in another day or so we 
should have plenty of beer—that 
they had picked up a wireless mes- 
sage stating that the Australian 
steamer Metunga would soon arrive 
in Rabul with 500 tons of coal for 
the Government, 300 tons of food- 
stuffs, so many hundred cases of 
beer, etc. Sure enough, on the morn- 
ing of Aug. 4 I was awakened by 


1 my orderly with the usual supply of 


cotton batting for our ears. Shortly 
thereafter there was a bang from 
one of the cannon and the Metun- 
ga stopped. Lieut. Rose and the 
prize crew went on board and took 
charge. In about an hour the launch 
came back with the Metunga’s cap- 
tain, Donaldson, and his officers 
and crew, also 16 Australian sol- 


1 diers, who were en route to the is- 


lands. Both steamers then proceed- 
ed north, arriving on Aug. 10 at 
what we named Pirate Cove. 
Naked New Guineans, men, wom- 
en and children, came out to the 
Wolf in 30-foot long native canoes, 
and for tobacco, which was the only 
understandable word they could say, 
they offered to swap parrots, pigs, 
cocoanuts, sugar cane, bits of coral, 
woven mats of garish colors and 
queer patterns showing whales, birds 
and primitive human figures. The 
Wolf’s officers got first whack at the 
bargains and went in strong for the 


fancy mattings, but when they aay 


These souvenirs for 
their wives and sweethearts were 
promptly turned over to the “An- 
Department” and cleaned. 
For the Wolf had on board a com- 
plete dislousing plant, through which 
all new prisoners, male or female, 
were put, whether you needed it or 
not. 

The German prisoners had second 
choice after their officers, and went 
in strong for parrots and cocoanuts. 
he prisoners, who could buy tobacco 
at the Wol!f’s canteen, if they had the 
money, had last choice of the New 
Guinea merchandise. I had no mon- 
ey on the Beluga, having sent mine 
Ly draft to Sidney, but I had stacks 
of clothes, and to get a little ready 
canteen money I sold some of them, 
the Wolf's officers paying me $25 for

The natives were cleaned out. by 
the Woi Among the purchases was 
an alleged New Guinea pig, which 
had the legs and body of a deer and 
the head of a porker—and it had fur, 
too. I never saw anything like it. It 
didn’t have an orthodox corkscrew 
pigtail, but a compromise between a 
pig’s and a deer’s tail. The pig mas- 
cot was given the freedom of the 
Wolf, and dashed if it didn’t lick 
every dog onthe ship. We had seven 
dogs aboard, taken from _ sunken 
ships—dachsnunds, fox terriers, all 
sorts, and the pugnacious deer-pig 
cleaned.them all up. But the Ger- 
mans were too much for it. Aftei 
two months in German company the 
pig couldn’t stand it any longer, ard 
after a slaughter on the Hitachi 
Maru, of which it was an eye-wit- 
ness, it committed suicide by leaping 
down an open hatch to its death 50 
feet below. The G2rmans buried the 
pig at sea with military honors.

The strike of employes of the St 


cording to Edwin B. Meissner, vice 
president, only 20 per cent of the 
men reporting for work this morning. 
When the strike was called, Saturday 
morning, Meissner said 435 men 


walked out. 
“T have assurances from nearly 200 


of our men that they would return 


to work at once if they could be pro- 
tected against verbal abuse or bodily 
injury,”’ Meissner said. ‘Most of the 
men who went on strike were satis- 
fied with wages and working condi- 
tions, but were coerced by agitators.”’ 

The strikers will meet in the after- 
noon at Oberbeck’s Hall, 7945 North 
Broadway, to prepare demands for 
recognition of the union, the eight- 
hour day and increased wages: The 
plant is being picketed. 

Maj. William C. Rogers, concilia- 
tor of the Ordnance Department, 
who induced the Wagner Electric 
Manufacturing Co. strikers to return 
to work March 18, after being on 
strike 12 days, arrived here last night 
to take charge for the Government of 
the present Wagner strike and also 
the St. Louis Car Co. situation. Both 
companies have Government war 
contracts. 

Cause of Strikes. 


Oscar F. Nelson, conciliator of the 


Department of Labor, said he had 
made several efforts’ to adjust the, 
differences between the car company 
and its employes to prevent a strike, 
and that Meissner had declined his 
offer to help bring about a settle- 
ment. He said the Wagner and the 
car-company strikes were caused by 
refusal of the companies to _ treat 
with committees of employes. on 
questions of wages, union recogni- 
tion and working conditions.

GERMANY’S GUILT. 


No more interesting or important document has 
come out of the war, so far, than Prince Lich- 
nowsky’s memoranum concerning the events and 
the diplomatic moves that led up to the war, 
which was published in the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch as it appeared in the Stockholm Politiken. 

The value of the document lies in the fact that 
it was written by the man who was Ambassador 
to London and participated in the diplomatic 
conferences and negotiations immediately pre- 
ceeding the war. It is a straightforward, simple 
narrative of every step in the fateful path which 
brought Europe to the greatest disaster of his- 
tory, and a sincere statement of the conclusion of 
a German in a position to know whereof he wrote 
that his own Government was guilty, deliberately 
and for selfish advantage, of precipitating the 
world catastrophe. It is the testimony of a high 
German official against his own nation, not writ- 
ten for sensation or for money, but for history. 

In view of the facts Prince Lichnowsky recites 
his conclusion is unnecessary, but it emphasizes 
conviction caused by the facts. The Prince, bas- 
ing his opinion upon his own knowledge ani all 
official publications including the German White 


rauders. There is nothing left for our border pa- 
trols to do but to deal with the raiders them- 
selves. Doubtless it is part of the propagandist 
plot to contrive, if possible, a serious collision 
between our troops and Carranza regulars in the 
hope that it will be so serious as to lead to war 
and thus divert part of our military energies 
from the big task of defeating the Kaiser in Eu- 
rope. 

Fortunately there has been enough sanity and 
patience on both sides to prevent such a catas- 
trophe. There is nothing this country wants less 
or has ever wanted less or is ever likely to want 
Jess than war in Mexico.

The pro-Germaus 
are even greater foes to Mexico than they are to 
this country and it is time that public opinion in 
Mexico were fully informed of the fact.

Telephone Operators’ Wages. 
Ze the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Having a thorough knowledge of tele- 
phone operators’ conditions, I wish to chal- 
lenge the statement of ‘“‘Operator,’’ who 
wrote the letter published in your paper 
April 18. The following statements are 
based on actual facts: 

The Kinloch starting rate of pay is $30 
per month, with increases at various times 
until the maximum rate of $47.50 per 
months is reached, at the end of five years, 
fe: a nine-hour day. A whole day off for 
Funday time is also given. 

The Bell company’s starting rate is $7 

per week, or a little over $30 per month. 
When assigned to a central office, after 
four weeks of training, thgy are usually as- 
signed to evening hours, with $1 per week 
extra for working evening hours. Night 
operators are paid $1.50 per week extra for 
night work. They are increased at short 
intervals until the maximum scale of $10.50 
per week is reached, at the end of four 
years, They are given time and one-half 
for all Sunday and holiday work, with a 
whole day off for Sunday time. So, a four- 
year operator makes on an average from 
$47.25 to $50 per month, with an eight- 
hour day. If she prefers to work evening 
hours she makes a little over $4 per month 
. more.

2. The days between July 23 and July 30, 
1914, when M. Sazonoff emphatically declared 
that Russia could not tolerate an attack upon 
Serbia, we rejected the British proposals of me- 
diation, although Serbia, under Russian and 
British pressure, had accepted almost ‘the 
whole ultimatum, and although*an agreement 
about the two points in question could easily 
have been reached, and Count Berchtold was 
even ready to satisfy himself with the Serbian 
reply. 

3. On July 30, when Count Berchtold wanted 
to give way, we, without Austria having been 
attacked, replied to Russia’s mere mobiliza- 
tion by sending an ultimatem to Petersburg, 

and on July 31 we declared war on the Rus- 
sians, although the Czar had pledged his word 
that as long as. negotiations continued not a 
man should march—so that we deliberately 
destroyed the possibility of a peaceful settle-. 
ment. 


Prince lachnowaky's indictment of the me- 
dieval German system with its militarism, 
which brought on the war for conquest, and his 
prediction that its plans and methods will fail 
of fruition, is no less strong than his indictment 
of the Kaiser’s Government for forcing the war.

THE LOOP BEFORE AMIENS. 

On the road to Amiens, the Germans threw a 
loop around the village of Villers-Bretonneux and 
pulled it. within their lines, or rather pulled their 
lines up to the village. Then allies threw a loop 
around the place from the other side. The sec- 
ond loop cut off the first from the main body 
of Germans and a considerable number of them 
were taken prisoners. In addition, many Ger- 
mans came to grief in the process of throwing 
the loop. 

This operation at a small salient undoubtedly 
describes what the allies hope-to do with the 


and along the line about 50 miles in extent from 
Arras to below St. Quentin the Germans have 
thrown a loop that incloses territory for more 
than 40 miles to the west and south. If, now, the 
allies in their turn can throw a loop inclosing all 
or a large part of the area that the Germans 
have looped, the brilliant exploit at Vfllers-Bre- 
tonneux will be duplicated on a huge scale. To 
loop with allied forces the German loop extending 
inward from Ypres to Givenchy is another pos- 
sibility farther north.

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WOREMEN’S COMPENSATION A GAMBLE. 

The speculative and wholly unsatisfactory con- 
dition of employers’ liability insurance has 
caused nine companies to quit issuing liability 
policies covering accidents to workers. It is said 
that the premiums on policies written by these 
companies amounted to nearly $2,000,000 annual- 
ly—an enormous charge against industry. The 
action of juries in awarding damages have been: 
so uncertain and unreasonable that liability in- 
surance was done at a loss. 

This has given an impetus to the movement for 
a satisfactory workmen’s compensation law for 
Missouri. The Chamber of Commerce is favoring 
a law similar to that in force in Illinois, under | 
which the amount paid in case of death or entire 
disability is $3500, and the weekly rate of pay- 
ment for injury is fixed at $12 for a single man 
and $15 for a married man with children. 

The Illinois law is an improvement on the bill | 
which failed to pass at the last session of the | 
Legislature. The enactment of such a law would | 

be a boon to employes and employers, because it | 
would make compensation certain and reasonable | 
and would put an end to a condition which. 
amounts to a gamble for both parties. Under the | 
common law, an injured employe or his widow 

may receive extraordinary damages, but they may 

get very little, the bulk of the amount awarded | 
going for lawyers’ fees. The compensation law | 
would work automatically, and there would be | 
an end to the long, costly and harassing suspense | 
and delays involved in legal action for damages. 

The enormous premiums exacted for liability in-— 

surance under speculative conditions would be 

saved. And the workers themselves would be 

spared the exactions of the attorneys who have 

fattened on injury and death damage suits. 

The certainty that damages would have to be | 
pain in every instance, under the compensation | 
law would compel employers to safeguard their 
workers in every possible way. This alone is one 
of the best reasons why the workers should favor 
such a law.
